2. Applicant argues that the hash function used in Wakao is constant and the 
specific ID only identifies the shared and secret information and does not identify the 
hash function (P. 6, 1 st paragraph). 

However, per Figs. 5A and 5B and paragraphs 51, 54, and 57, more than one method 
can be used to generate the primary verification data. Further, per paragraph 43, lines 
10-18, the program implementing, among other things, the selected method used by 
each specific image generation device [Fig. 12, ref. 10] for generating verification data is 
stored in the program memory [Fig. 1, ref. 17] of the device and the specific ID is used 
to identify the device. Consequently the specific ID also identifies the selected method. 
Therefore the argument is not persuasive and the 35 (JSC 102 and 103 rejections in the 
office action mailed 07/24/07 have been maintained.
